They wouidn't mind at all If the government 
threatened to give them a road, or a bridfe, but 
the idea of a gift fleet of buses thnms them into 
a panic. 

But one day the wefrst may happen. Victoria 
may look out her door to find a Mltole parcel of 
orphan buses there, squalling for gas. service and 
drivers’ wages. 

Several members of citj courK-il dread this 
poaaibtkty. .They are haunted by the nightmare of 
becoming keepers of a herd of white elephant* on 
wheels. 

Would the gift of a bu.s line realty be such a 
disaster? 

We need buaes just as much as we need roads 
and bridges. If the buses are wisely manned, they 
can help the city grow In a neat and orderly fash¬ 
ion—by channelling people towards the areas that 
should be developed 

, The buses can pay their way manyfold in In- 
ereased tax revenue*, even though their books may 
sh-ws a loss. 

This will take time. If the provincial govern¬ 
ment plans to dump the laiaes on Victoria's land 
Vancouver's! doorstep. It should pack a subsidy in 
the basket ax well. 

At the same time It might encourage the muni-, 
eipalities of Greater Victoria toward amalgama¬ 
tion or some kind of federal union—and bang their 
heads gently together If they act too coy about It. 

Only a united capital region can plan its future 
properly for the public good. And only a united 
capital region (as Aid. G^frey Ehlgelw- recently 
said I can give those orphan busai a good home. 

* * * 

"There's a lot of human energy going to 
waste." said a welfare worker. 

"Most people on unemployment insurance or 
social asaUtance wquM like to do some work, if 
only for exerclae. The average man on relief would 
he delighted to perform some task that made him 
feel useful. 

"Suppose you said to him: "There's something 
you can do to benefit the community, if you feel 
inclined. Just visit the energy building ancTput in 
some time charging the batteries. 

"All you have to do Is walk up a big movii|g 
staircase that turns an electrical generator. You 
can meet your friends there, spend as much or as 
little time walking as you please. 

•The energy you pul out to climb the stairs 
will be stored in batterie.s for use later on. The bat¬ 
teries will be installed in electrically driven buses 
and garbage trucks to serve the town. 

'There would be no stigma attached to this 
kind of work. Not only the unemployed, but busi- 
nesamen and clerks who were getting out of condi¬ 
tion wqpld be invited to spend an hour or two on 
the moving stairs, walking off their fat. 

"The energy bank could become a popular 
meeting-place The[e's only one snag, though," my 
friend the welfare worker said. "I understand tlw 
average man's output of energy for one day would 
barely be enough to light a small bulb. . 

"But 1 think we'ihould md d'VIv 
energy, for the benefit of the unemployed. They 
would welcome it, as a relief from boredom. After 
all, doing nothing is hard wnrln"

Several members of city council dread this > 
possibility. They are haunted by the rughlmare of 
becoming keepers of a-berd of white elephants on j 
wheels. 

■ Would the gift of a bus line really be such a 
disaster? 

We need buses just as much as we need roads 
and bridges If the buses are-wisely managed, they 
can help the city grow in a neat and orderly fash¬ 
ion_by channelling people towards the areas that . 

should be developed. 

The buses can pay their way manyfold in in¬ 
crease lax revenues, even though their books may 
show a kn. 

This will lake lime. If the provincial govern¬ 
ment plaas to dump the buses on Victoria's land 
Vancouver's) doorstep, it should pack a subsidy in 
the basket a.s well. 

At the same time it might encourage the muni¬ 
cipalities of Greater Victoria toward amalgama¬ 
tion or some kind of federal union—and bang their 
heads gently together if they act too coy about It. 

Only a united capital region can plan its future 
properly for the public good. And only a united 
capital region (as Aid. Geoffrey Eldgelow recently 
said) can give those orphan buses a good home.

“There's a lot of human energy going to 
waste,” said a welfare worker. 

■Most people on unemployment insurance or 
social ii*-'<isiBncp would like to do some work, if 
only for exercise. The average man on relief would 
be delighted to perform some task that made him 
feel useful. 

“Suppose you said to him: 'There’s something 
you can do to benefit the community, if .vou feel 
inclined. Just visit the energy building and put in 
some time charging the batteries. 

“All you have to do is walk up a big moving 
staircase that turns an electrical generator. You 
can meet your friends there, spend as much or as 
little time walking as you please. 

"The energy you pul out to climb the stairs 
will be stored in batteries for use later on. The bat¬ 
teries will be installed in electrically driven buses 
and garbage trucks to serve the town. 

"There would be no stigma attached to this 
kind of work. Not only the unemployed, but busi- 
ncs-smen and clerks who were getting out of condi¬ 
tion would be invited to spend an hour or two on 
tlie moving stairs, walking off their fat. 

"The energy bank could become a popular 
meeting-place, ifhere's only one snag, though." my 
friend the welfare worker said. “I understand the 
average man's output of energv for one day would 
barely be enough to light a small bulb, 

"Rut I think we should find a way (o use that 
energy, for the benefit of the uQemployed. They 
would welcome it, as a relief from boredom. After 
all, doing nothing is hard work.”
